The  college  is  here  for  me.

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Nor  deem  the  irrevocable  Past 
as  wholly  wasted,  wholly  vain, 
if,  risir^g  on  its  wrecks,  at  last 
To  something  nobler  we  attain. 
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Most  of  us  began  our  sojourn 
at  Fitchiburg  State  having  been 
uprooted  from  the  familiarity  and 
complacency  of  home  and  high 
school  life  to  face  a  new  environ- 
ment and  set  of  demands  out  of 
which,  eventually,  we  have  had 
to  form  a  new  way  of  living. 

But  it  wasn't  long  after  adjust- 
ing to  class  schedules  and 
building  locations  that  we  began 
to  discover  one  of  the  most 
important  and  enjoyable  fea- 
tures of  college  life:  The  campus 
community. 

As  students  we  have  all 
experienced  many  kinds  of  rela- 


tionships over  the  years,  some 
casual  and  some  close,  and  to 
many  of  us  the  college  commu- 
nity became  almost  a  second 
family;  the  campus  -  a  home 
away  from  home.  Within  this 
milieu  of  interaction  a  large  part 
of  our  identity  was  formed  and 
from  these  experiences  we  will 
draw  in  our  encounters  with 
society  at  large.  It  is  this  other 
side'  of  our  education  at  Fitch- 
burg  State  that  we  will  perhaps 
recall  and  value  the  most,  long 
after  the  knowledge  of  our 
textbooks  evaporate  from 
memory 
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Several  years  ago,  each  of  us  began  to  invest  time,  energy,  and  money  into 
Fitchiburg  State  College,  looping  thiat  its  diverse  academic  programs  would  sufficiently 
prepare  us  for  life  in  ttie  work-a-day  world.  Having  little  or  no  idea  as  to  whiat  college 
academics  might  demand  of  us,  we  came  upon  the  campus  a  little  fearful  of  our 
ability  to  cope  with  all  the  tests  and  projects  we  knew  lay  before  us. 

Now,  four  years  later,  and  having  prospered  under  the  guidance  of  our  various 
professors,  we  must  stop  to  examine  how  great  the  scope  of  our  academic 
experience  has  been. 

As  we  may  have  mistakenly  imagined  when  we  first  arrived,  academics  is  not 
limited  to  the  facts  and  figures  which  we  learned  in  the  classroom.  Rather,  these 
facts  and  figures  are  the  practical  applications  by  which  we  achieve  our  ultimate 
goal  of  becoming  rational  problem  solvers,  able  to 
understand  our  world  and  to  deal  with  the  realities 
that  will  confront  each  of  us  in  our  future  lives. 

Possibly  the  two  most  important  things  we 
have  learned  from  our  academic  experience 
here,  are  that  man,  by  his  inquisitive  nature, 
never  will  and  never  can  stop  learning,  and 
that  few  things  are  impossible  if  we 
truly  put  our  mind  to  achieving  them. 

For  these  ideals,  and  for  the 
abilities  they  have  nurtured  in  each' 
of  us,  we  owe  the  academic 
community  of  Fitchburg  State 
College  our  sincere 
gratitude.

WFRC  is  a  student-run  campus 
radio  station  broadcasting  ttiroughout 
the  Campus  Center  via  its  public 
address  system.  It  started  as,  simply, 
"ttie  Radio  Club"  in  1979  with  only  a 
handful  of  members.  The  broadcast 
facilities,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Communications/Media  Department, 
were  completed  in  September  of 
1980,  and  the  club  began 
broadcasting  as  "Studio  315." 

As  the  year  progressed,  so  did 
"Studio  315".  We  took  on  the  call 
letters  "WIOM,"  but  after  a  week  or 
so  overturned  those  letters  for  the 
present  WFRC:  The  Fitchburg  Radio 
Club.  With  call  letters  we  felt  more 
like  a  radio  station.  To  educate  our 
listeners  we  began  broadcasting 
special  shows  i.e.  programming  other 
than  your  basic  rock  and  roll,  to 
appeal  to  a  wider  base  of  the 
college  community.  In  time,  with 
additional  money  received  from  SGA, 
we  acquired  a  DPI  newswire  to  bring 
live,  up-to-the-minute  news  to  the 
community  as  it  happens.  We  rewrote 
our  constitution  to  make  it  reflect 
changes  that  the  club  had  undergone 
the  past  year.  It  became  a 
comprehensive  document, 
reorganizing  the  power  structure  and 
changing  the  official  name  from  "the 
Radio  Club"  to  WFRC.  Thereafter, 
WFRC  conducted  a  study  to 
determine  the  cost  and  feasibility  of 
FM  broadcasting:  An  FM  frequency 
was  found  to  be  available  at  91.3  on 
the  radio  dial.  The  decision  was  made 
to  work  to  achieve  FM  broadcast 
capabilities  and  that  is  where  our 
efforts  are  now  being  focused. 

As  we  become  more  established 
as  a  radio  station,  we  are  getting 
notional  recognition  as  one  of  the 
nation's  leading  progressive  radio 
sources.  In  the  Spring  of  '82,  WFRC 
went  into  'Block  Format'  programming. 
In  this  format  the  broadcast  day  is 
divided  into  segments:  The  morning 
consists  of  Jazz,  the  afternoon  has 
Soul  and  R&B,  while  the  evenings  are 
dedicated  to  modern  Rock.  We 
feature  a  Fitchburg  State  news  show 
OS  well  as  various  other  shows: 
Reggae,  Local  Music,  Oldies,  Classical, 
Comedy,  and  extensive  news 
programs. 

WFRC,  with  its  40  or  so  members, 
works  to  provide  the  Fitchburg  State 
community  with  the  best  educational 
and  entertainment  broadcasts 
possible    We  hove  held  concerts  on 
campus  and  hove  sponsored  club 
nights  at  various  clubs  in  the  college 
area    We've  presented  seminars, 
movies,  and  even  live  broadcasts  of 
artists  in  concert. 

With  our  future  so  well  thought 
out,  it's  no  wonder  that  the  first

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The  right  to  legally  consume 
alcohol  is  a  privilege  that  has 
been  granted,  taken  away,  and 
eventually  reinstated  to  most  of 
the  members  of  the  class  of  1982. 
As  first  semester  freshmen,  the 
student  population  often  took  the 
drinking  age  for  granted.  Floor 
parties  in  the  dorms  were  com- 
mon occurrences;  there  was  no 
need  for  age  segregation,  and 
the  Pub  was  open  to  everyone. 

In  April  of  1979,  Governor 
King  stepped  in  and  dared  to 
change  the  social  lives  of  the 
18-  and  19-  year  old  student 
population.  As  of  "Patriot's  Day" 
the  20year  old  drinking  age 
became  a  harsh  reality  to  all  of 
us.  Suddenly,  the  campus  was 
virtually  split  in  half  on  the  basis 
of  age.  There  could  be  no  more 
floor  parties;  the  Pub  was  even- 
tually shut  down  for  renovations; 


and  being  "carded"  became 
one  of  our  biggest  worries. 

Drinking  appears  to  play  a 
big  part  in  student  life  at  Fitchburg 
State,  but  it  is  far  from  being  the 
only  part.  There  are  more  ways 
to  describe  drinking  than  as  a 
way  to  keep  a  weekend  date 
with  oblivion;  it  is  indeed  a  social 
activity. 

There  are  almost  as  many 
reasons  for  drinking  as  there  are 
occasions  for  people  to  gather 
together.

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Collectively,  they  can  be  described  as 
that  group  of  students  who  pay  tuition,  but 
spend  the  semester  off  campus  In  search  of 
practical  work  experience.  These  students, 
who  may  be  seen  leaving  the  campus  at 
the  same  time  most  others  are  arriving,  are 
Involved  In  field  work,  ciinlcals,  internships, 
practlcums,  fusion,  and  student  teaching. 

For  many  students,  this  off  campus 
schooling  is  required.  Others  do  It  only  to 
enhance  their  chances  of  finding  a  job  after 
graduation.  Because  many  have  moved 
back  home  during  this  time,  they  are 
sometimes  foregotten  by  their  oncampus 
counterparts,  who  don't  see  them  on  a 
regular  basis. 

A  day  In  the  life  of  a  practlcum  student 
differs  from  that  of  an  on  campus  student. 
Although  both  may  arise  at  an  ungodly 
hour,  the  practlcum  student  usually  travels 
a  greater  distance  to  reach  the  workplace, 
and  Is  faced  with  a  long  ride  home  at  day'sH 


id.  One  small  advantage  the  practlcunn 
ident  enjoys  over  on  campus  students,  Is 
3t  seldom  must  he  or  she  bring  work  home 
im  the  office. 

The  practlcum  experience  Is  usually 
ijoyable  for  the  student.  The  knowledge 
lined  allows  the  student  to  begin  to 
mulate  perspectives  on  the  working 
jrld.  Often  the  contacts  made  while 
)rklng  prove  Invaluable. 

He  or  she  must  face  one  bad  moment 
ich  week  as  paychecks  are  distributed  to 
i  regular  employees.  Having  survived 
at,  the  student  returns  to  the  job,  eagerly 
ticipating  graduation. 

The  following  section  is  dedicated  to  all 
)se  students  who  are  involved  in  Intern- 
ps,  practlcums,  student  teaching,  and 
ier  off  campus  endeavors. 
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The  Freshman  class,  upon  arrival  for  the  first 
semester  at  college,  is  traditionally  a  group  of 
recent  high  school  graduates,  many  of  whom  are 
away  from  home  and  "on  their  own"  for  the  first 
time.  The  college  years  are  a  time  of  learning, 
growing,  and  changing.  For  Karen  Swanson,  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  candidate  in  Human  Services, 
the  past  four  and  a  half  years  at  Fitchburg  State 
have  been  meaningful  and  rewarding. 

Karen  was  different  from  traditional  students 
when  she  enrolled  as  a  freshman  in  September  of 
1977,  She  was  married,  the  mother  of  a  four  year 
old  son,  and  worl<ing  as  an  RN  at  Burbanl<  Hospital. 


One  of  Karen's  major  worries  at  the  start  of  school 
was  whether  her  family  would  survive  the  financial 
strain  when  she  quit  her  job.  Her  "goal  of  an 
education  was  more  important  though."  Reflecting 
on  her  years  as  a  college  student,  Karen  said  that 
"along  with  homework  and  deadlines,  the  hardest 
part  had  to  be  the  financial  pressure."  She  thought 
this  might  be  the  main  reason  why  many  older 
people,  especially  single  parents  do  not  return  to 
school. 

Karen  attributed  much  of  her  success  as  a 
student  to  the  help  and  support  given  by  her 
husband  Eddie.  "He  has  never  hesitated  to  share 
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the  housework  or  childcare.  It's  been  really  equal 
and  fair.  In  fact,"  she  admitted  with  a  blush, 
"sometimes  I  think  he  does  more!" 

Being  both  student  and  mother,  Karen  was  more 
restricted  than  her  "traditional"  classmates.  She 
limited  her  course  load  to  twelve  credits  each 
semester,  and  so  extended  her  degree  program  by 
a  half  year.  Karen  arranged  her  classes  around  her 
son  Sean's  elementary  school  schedule  to  insure 
that  she  arrived  home  before  he  did.  Karen's  senior 
year  field  work  practicum  required  her  to  work  thirty 
hours  a  week  in  an  outside  agency.  During  that 
time,  Sean  went  to  the  local  YMCA's  after  school 
program.  "Thank  God  for  the  "Y"l"  said  Karen. 

The  Human  Services  Department  placed  Karen 
at  the  North  Central  Alcohol  Services  for  her 
practical  experience.  This  agency  in  Leominster, 
provides  information  and  counseling  on  alcohol  use 
and  abuse.  As  a  Counselor  Intern,  Karen's 
orientation  included  two  days  of  observing 
procedures  at  the  detoxification  center.  In  her 
position  at  the  agency,  Karen  did  intake  interviews 
to  assess  the  needs  of  the  clients,  as  well  as 
individual,  couples,  and  group  counseling. 

One  of  the  major  services  provided  by  the 
agency  was  a  Driver  Education  Program.  Karen  was 
co-counselor  in  Phase  II  group  sessions,  to  which 
clients  were  referred  by  the  courts  for  their  first  DWI 
(driving  while  intoxicated)  arrest.  This  program 
educated  drunken  drivers  on  alcohol  use  and 
abuse:  the  responsible,  social,  problem,  and 
alcoholic  uses  of  liquor,  and  its  physical  and 
emotional  effects  on  drinkers.  A  client  who  failed  to 
follow  through  in  the  Driver  Education  Phase  II 
program  would  lose  his  driver's  license. 

Karen  had  only  positive  feelings  about  her  field 
work  placement  at  NCAS.  The  people  at  the 
agency  were  friendly  and  very  helpful.  Karen  said 
that  her  coworkers  were  generally  cheerful,  a 
quality  which  she  found  important  in  on  agency 
which  dealt  with  so  much  heartache  and  suffering. 
Karen  admired  the  "open-minded,  accepting,  and 
non-judgemental"  attitude  of  the  agency  staff 
members.  Supervision,  extremely  important  for 
students  in  field  work  practicums,  was  excellent. 
Karen  could  approach  Helen  Homon,  the  agencies 
Director  of  Outpatient  Services,  at  any  time  for 
assistance  and  encouragement. 

Now  that  her  undergraduate  studies  have  been 
completed,  Karen  looks  back  with  on  overall  feeling 
of  gladness,  and  a  sense  of  accomplishment. 
Although  her  status  as  a  college  student  was  a  little 
"non-traditional",  as  a  senior  she  shares  the  some 
aspirations  as  her  classmates:  to  continue  learning 
and  growing,  and  to  find  employment  in  which  she 
can  use  her  four  and  a  half  years  of  study  and 
training.

Remember  last  weekend  when  I  told  you  that  I  was  worried  about 
how  I  was  doing  at  my  practlcum?  Well,  my  supervisor  just  told  me  today 
he's  happy  with  the  way  I've  been  learning  the  job  and  he  thinks  I'm  going 
to  do  "just  fine."  You  can't  believe  what  a  relief  it  was  to  hear  him  say 
that. 

Being  in  a  working  situation  makes  me  realize  how  much  school  has 
taught  me,  but  also  how  some  things  just  have  to  be  experienced;  not 
learned  in  a  classroom.
